‘THE SITUATION. 


In a letter from our Peking corres- 
pondent dated the 26th of May he 
says: “The approach of the warm 
weather seems to have hastened the

j of the Imperial capital. ‘The various 


Legations are arranging their trips to 
the Western Hills and dip'omacy 
must wait, Already a party has gone 
from the American Legation and Sir 
E. Satow is due to leave on the Ist of 
June. It may be assumed that the 
crisis has passed, and they may take a 
respite from international negotiations, 
‘The Chinese Government have been 
informed that interest must be paid 
on the indemniy, but no further ad- 
vance has been made—conflicting opin- 
ions and iuterests barring progress.” 
“The crisis has passed,” and as we 
expected last year when the negotiations 
began, very little of what we felt to be 
absolutely necessary if a permament 
peace was to be secured, has been 
achieved. Among the conditions 
which were aj on lass year a3 
indispensable were the punishinent of 
the instigators of the outrages, and 
the enforcement of securities fur the 
fature. ‘These conditions have been 
very parvially secured: ‘Iwo leading 
culprits have been executed at Peking 
by the Alies, so that we know that 
they are dead. Prince ‘Tuan and 
General ‘Tung Fu-hsiang are sup- 
posed to have been sent into exile. 
Lhe former, it is believed, has really 
gone to the Movgolian border, where 
he is supposed to be collecting a force 
of Mongols, aud to be in direct 
communication with Siberia. Tung 
Fu-hsiang is supposed to be also in 
the north of *"ausu iu disgrace ; but 
he is believed to have still an armed 
force with him, and it is reported on 
credible authority that he was in 
Hsianfu, in communication with the 
Court, not long ago. Other culprits 
have died or committed suicide, or 
been executed ; at least, it is reported 
that Yii Hsien was executed; but 
for all these punishments we 
have only the word of the 
Heianfu Chinese, and an eye-witness 
who knows him well reported that hy 
saw the infamous Kang Yi at Hsianf 
only a little while ago. The most 
important point of all was that the 
Empress Dowager should be removed 
from power; aud we have been com- 
forted from time to time by the 
assurance that in all their communica- 
tions with the Chinese Government 
the Foreigo Ministers only recognised 
the Emperor and ignored the Empress 
Dowager. What is the use of this 
farce if the Empress Dowager is still 
the real ruler of China, as she un- 
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doubtedly is? The ouly point, it 
seems, ou which the Foreigu Ministers 
are really unanimous is the getting an 
indemnity; and as to this they are 
only agreed on the principle, not 
on the details. It is impossible for 
them really to be agreed on this, un- 
less they could find somewhere a hoard 
of four hundred and fifty million t2els 
of silver and divide it. As we have 
pointed out before, the commercial 
nations, those that have far the larger 
part of the China trade, do not want an 
excessive indemnity, nor do they want 
its payment exacted in such a way 
that the trade of China will be crip- 
led for years ; while the nations which 
rave ouly a small share of the trade 


want to get their indemnity as quickly | X 


as possible, and do not care a 
cent for the future of the trade. 
This is one very important point 
of difference. ‘Chen comes the question 
of guarantee. Chiva cannot pay cash, 
the hoard we have mentioned having 
no existence, It is proposed therefore 
that each nation shall take bonds 
bearing four per cent interest. for its 
share, and if it wants cash it must 
sell the bonds, making them more 
marketable by adding its own 

rantee. Now England and the 
nited States could probably sell their 
bonds at a very considerable premium, 
such is the value of their guarantee, 
while other Powers might have to sell 
at par or even ata discount. These 
other Powers wou'd like, of course, to 
get England and the United Siates 
to back their bonds also, and that 
is the real mening of the in- 
genuous demand for an international 
guarantee. Presuming that these 
indemnity questions are settled sooner 
or later, the bonds distributed and 
accepted, and the troops withdrawn, 
we are to expect sweet peace to 
descend over China. What kind of a 
peace? It would hardly have been 
elieved a year ago, but it seems to be 
too true, that we are to have the 
Empress Dowager back in power, 
with her eunuchs and her Manchus 
and her reactionary Chinese admirers 
like Lu Chuan-lin, with Prince Tuan’s 
son as the heir-apparent, and the 
rightful Emperor still a prisoner. 
The dreams of a reformed China will 
all be dissipated, and the known 
reformers will be proscribed and 
hunted down on various pretexts as 
the Viceroy Chang-Chili-tung is try- 
ing to huut them down now. This 
will go on for a few months or pos- 
sibly years until the uleer thus 
skinued aud filmed o'er breaks out 
again in @ new attack on foreigners 
ora revolution in the Empire itself, 
and the Manchu dynasty will 
fiually disappear in rivers of b'ood. 
The hope for China was in the 
Foreign Minis ers agreeing to insist 
on the return of the Emperor to 
Peking and to power without the 
Empress Dowager and her friends, 
‘They have apparently not been able 
to agree on this, and therefore we can- 








not contemplate tlie situation with any 
satisfaction or the future with any 
hoy 

‘ince the above was written we read 
in the “ Pekiug and ‘Tientsin Times” 
that the Court has te'egraphed to 
Prince Ching and Li Hung-chang that 
they will be held responsible if the 
foreign troops are-not all out of Pe- 
king by a certain date, the Court re- 
presenting the withdrawal as being in 
obedience to Imperial orders.

A FIRE broke out at 2 o'clock on.Satur- 
day morning in a Long row of small foreign 
houses at Yangtsepoo owned by Mr. G. 
McBain. The cause is attributed to the 
accidental overturning of kerosene oil 
lamp, The firemen deserve great credit 
for arriving at the scene of the fire 
so promptly and thereby confining the 
fire to ® small number of houses, Had 
they been less prompt probably the whole 
row, Which consists of ‘some 
houses, built of rather inflammable ma- 
terinl, would have been destroyed.

It 
is an interesting speculation whether tho 
Throne will have gathered strength for the 
future from its recent experience 
of the humiliation and privations that 
complicity in Anti-foreign outrage has in- 
volved. Sir Robert Hart contributes to 
the May number of the “Fortnightly 
Review” an extremely interesting a:ucle, 
in which he develops his charac eristic 
views as to “China, Reform, and the Pow- 
ers.” He accepts frankly the principle that 
the Treaty Rights must be jealously 
maintained and. utilised; but “he urges 
that in such matters ’as Missionary 
effort, and the prosecution of industrial 
enterprises, pains should be taken to con 
form, as far as possible, to the traditional 
feelings and susceptibilities of the people. 
In principle Sir Robert is right, though 
it is impossible to forget sometimes that 
he writes rather as a Chinese official, loyal 
to his salt, than as a foreign resident 
studying China and its Institutions with 
impartial eyes. 

‘Tae development of the cotton industry 
in the East, especially in India, China and 
Japan, is certain to have a very marked 
effect on the trade at home, and it is 
desirable that those interested should 
keep themselves informed regarding the 
progress of events. In the Board of Trade 
Journal there are some figures bearing on 
the subject, some of which may be noted. 
At the begining of 1900 there were 118 
cotton mills in the: Bombay Presidency, 
which number had by the close of the year 
inoreased to 132. Out of the 14 new mills 
11 were spinning mills, one spinning and 
weaving and two weaving only. Against 
the increase of 14 in the total number of 
mills must be recorded that 28 mills were 
closed for varying periods during the year 
owing*to the liquidation of the companies 
concerned, repairs, plague, total failuro of 
cotton crop, famine, and such other 
causes.

the whole of British Indin we find that at 
the end of 1899-1900 there were 186 cotton 
mills (of which five did not. work during 
the year), containing 38,420 looms and 
4,728,324 ' spindles. “Of these mills 104 
were exclusively spinning mills, 3. were 
exclusively weaving mills, and in 79 
both spinning and weaving were carried 
on. They employed a daily average of 
163,241. ‘persons—104,811 men, “31,105 
women, 17,053 young persons, and 10,272 
children. “The nominal capital of the 















mills, so far as can be ascertained, is 
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estimated to be over 160,000,000 rupees, 
say about £11,000,000 ‘sterling. ‘The 
consumption of cotton by the mills is 
estimated to have amounted in the year 
ending June 30th, 1899, to about 1,611,000 
Dales of 400 Ibs. each, or, say, 5,863,000 
owts., a quantity representing a material 
proportion of the whole production of cot- 
ton in India, which may be taken in an 
ordinary year, allowance being made for 
unreported areas, at about 3,000,000 bales. 
‘The prosperity of the cotton spinning and 
weaving industry is consequently of 
great importance in Indian agricultural 
economics. The total production of yarn 

. in the mills in British India was, as far as 
roported, for the year 1899-1900, 501,294, 
598 Ibs., of wiiich 439,223,856 Ibs. were 
‘os. 1 to 20 and 62,070,683 Ibs. were above 

0. A noticeable fact is the continued 
increase in the production of yarn of 
counts higher than No. 20, being in the 
year mentioned 12 per cent of the total 
production. ‘This fact brings the mills 
more directly into competition with those 
in Britain. The production of woven 
goods in British India during 1899-1900 
was as follows: Bombay, 78,589,369 Ibs., 
Madras, 6,940,942 lbs.; North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh, 3,624,932 Ibs. ; Cen- 
tral Provinces, 5,261,041 Ibs. ; total, 95, 
820,357lbs. Weaving is concentrated in the 








Bombay mills to an even greater degree 
than spinning, the mills of that province 
producing 82 per cent of the whole 
quantity woven in British India. Madras 
and the Central Provinces produce 7 and 
6 per cent respectively of the whole. 
‘The goods woven are mainly grey (un- 
bleached) goods, representing 86 per cent 
of the whole production. The proportion 
of woven goods other than grey goods, 
was highest in Madras, where it increased 
last: year to 48 per cent. In the Central 
Provinces the proportion was 20 per cent, 
‘and in Bombay 14 per cent. The produc- 
tion of yarn anw woven Goode in_non- 
British territory, , the Native States 
of Mysore, Indore, Baroda, Nandgaon, 
and Bhavnagar in 1899-1900 was as 
follows: Yarn, 12,288,053 lbs., as against 
9,744,841 Ibs. in 1898-99; woven goods, 
27744450 Ibs., as against 3,031,654 Ibs. in 
1898-99 The above figure are, of 
course, exclusive of hand spinning and 
weaving.—“ Engineering.”

Of late they may have procored a few more 
from dibouti, where rifles are sold in large 
quantities to natives of Africa ‘The coast 
Mijertain are a seafaring people owning 
many dhows, while those inland are} 
pastors). ‘The interests of the tribe are 
thus divided. It is not likely that the 
Mullah would got more than some 4,000 to 
join him. ‘The danger feom this Mullah 
ies chiefly in the very great dificulty of 
following him into the waterless trata of 
Somaliland, a: d vot in his fighting powers, 
which are small. It is quite impossible 
for the Mullah to collect at any one time 
such a large force as 80,000 men in the 

















waterless tracts in which he operates. 


‘Traventers in rural Spain describe it 
as being nearly as backward as rural 
China; and this lends much interest to 
the following extract from “Engineer- | 
ing ”:— 


Tue development of the metallurgical 
industries of Spain has given a great im- 
pulse to electric tramways, of which there | 
are over 150 miles in the country. The! 
general“use of electricity is causing the! 
introduction of. many valuable industries 
into practically deserted districts. Until 
a. few years ago, the streets and houses of 
most of the small towns and villages, which 
are now well lighted with electricity, were 
dependent on a few oil lamps and the lan- 
terns of the night watchman. Once an 
electric plant has been put in a village, it 
becomes necessary to employ skilled la- 
dour, The residence of a few people of 
superior education in a village soon puts 
new life and energy into all its undertak- 
ings, and other improvements follow. The 
introduction of factories, and opportunities 
of exercising skilled Iabour in country 
districts, tends to encourage the rural 
population to take more interest in educa- 
tion, so as to fit themselves for better 
wnges. While, therefore, Spain is supply- 
ing a large part of the raw materials 
our iron, steel, and copper industries, we 
must look forward to the time—perhaps 
not very far distant—when she will work 
her own materials, and become one of our 
‘competitors in the markets of the world. 


“ Exorxernixe” says that at the pre- 
sent time, when the condition of the steel 
trade in this country is receiving so much 
attention, in view of the competition 
from America and Germany, it will no 
doubt interest readers to know the pro- 
gress which the Japanese are making in 
the provision of the material necessary 
for their shipbuilding and their railways. 
The Imperial Government Steel estab- 
lishment is a national undertaking, for 
which large approy ions have been 
made from the Treasury, and through 
which it is hoped that Japan will, in time, 
advance far towards independence 
foreign aid in shipbuilding, railway 
construction, the supply of military and 
naval requisites. Work has now made a 
start, though as yet only in a small way. 
‘The ‘works cover an aren of about 225 
acres, with space for enlargement, and 
they lie close to the shore of the Bay of 
Wakamatsu, an excellent harbour in the 
north-western corner of the island of 
Kiushiu, 10 miles distant from the import- 
‘ant port of Moji, with a depth at ebb tide 
15 ft., now being increased by dre 
ing to 20 ft. They are connected by 
branch with the main line of the Kiushiu 
Railway, and are in the immediate 
vicinity of the most abundant and cheap- 
est coal-producing districts of Japan, 
several of the mines from which supplies. 
are to be obtained being the property of { 
the works, and none being at a greater! 
distance than 20 miles. Not only are the 
works in direct connection with the railway 
system of Japan, but they are situated in 
that part of Japan which gives the short- 
est sea voyage to Caina. The works are 
divided into three principal departments, 
each of which is under the ‘oint direction 
‘of one Japanese and one foreign chief 
engineer. ‘The three principal depart- 
ments are the (1) pig iron, (2),stecl, and 
(8) rolling mill. The first is fitted with 
coke-oven and blast-furnace plants, the: 
second has mixed Bessemer and open- 
hearth plants and a steel foundry, and the 
third, roughing rail mill, large, middle, 
and small bar mill, large, middle and 







































largo plate mill ‘plant;’ there being 
itegether soven  sub-divisions of the 
dopartment. Nothing has been neglected 


in the provision of the appliances necessary 
in each of these departments. The total 





appropriation made by the Treasury for the 
whole is £1,450,000, of which £450,000 
have already been expended. 

Srnarts papers say that a very bright 
comet was visible for about half-an-hour 
after sunset in Singapore on the th 
ultim 

At7 o'clock it was about 7 degrees above 
the horizon. The nucleus was exceed- 
ingly brilliant, and the visible portion of 
the tail was about two degrees in mag- 
nitude. Its locus was low down in tho 
West, directly below the Belt of Orio 
Its tail, which was inclined upwards at an 
angle of about 45 degrees towards the 
South, was of four or five lunar diameters 

Writing on the subject to the “ Penang 
Gazette” a correspondent. say: 

If your correspondent of yesterday 
really did see the comet slowly move 
throiigh the heavens either he is bless 
with keener vision than was ever mortal 
man before, or our celestial visitor must 
have developed unprecedented ocean- 
tricity of motion. I fancy, however, that 
all he could have seen was the apparent 
motion caused by the revolution of t 
earth on its axis, which in like manner 
causes the diurnal rising and setting 
the stn and the fixed stars which do not 
revolve round the earth as they appear 
to do. If Tam correct in my hypothesis 
that the comet now before us is the same 
as that reported from South Africa, but 
‘on the other side of the sun, it has passed 
round that luminary possibly losing one or 
two of its tails in doing so, and is now fast 
receding into space airay from the sun 
In that case it will grow fainter cach 
evening, and one will note how it has 
gradually altered its position with regard 
to the neighbouring stars. I say reced- 
ing, notwithstanding it appears to bo 
ng into the sun. It is a curious fact 
about « comet that whether it is appronch- 
ing or receding the sun ity tail always 
points away. This extract is from Sir 
Robert. Bal Far away in the depths 
of space, at a distance so remote that 
from it our earth and the other planets 
are all invisible and from which even the 
sun has been dwarfed to the magnitude 
of a star lies the future comet. Across the 
abyss which intervenes between tho comet 
and the sun the law of gravitation extends 
its sway. Under its influence the comet 
begins to approach the sun. ‘The force is 
so enfeebled by the effect of distance that 
at first the movements are very slow. 
Years glide by: the comet is still found 
to be approaching and the motion has 
made some slight improvement. After 
the lapse of centuries or thousands of 
years the comet is seen to be rapidly 
approaching. The distance decreases an 
the speed increases.” ‘The attraction of tho 
siin becomes greatly augmented owing to 
the diminished distance ; and the comet at 
length with an appalling velocity, amoun* 
ing to hundreds of miles « second, whirls 
round the stn and in a few hours com- 
amences its retreat. ‘The laspe of n_ year 
alter it has left the sun finds it as far as 
it was a year before it reached the sun. 
The same is true for 100 years—for 1,0 
years.” 

The shooting stars seen by your corres- 
pondent at the same time have nothing 
to do with the comet. They are meteo- 
rites ignited by contact with the earth's 
atmosphere, whereas the comet is pro- 
bably a hundred million miles away; it is 
for that reason that its “ appalling velo- 
city” is not perceptible to human vision. 

But thanks are due to your correspond- 
ent for drawing public attention to the 
presence of one of the most interesting 
‘Components of the universe. I have been 
hoping to sec one for rears and hare not 
seen this one yet. But should this even 
ing bo fine it Should again be visible in 
the western sky soon after sunset.

SIR CLAUDE MACDONALD ON 
THE SIEGE AT PEKING.

SIst June. 
UnbeR the 8th of July we find a 
reference to the sad death of Capt. 
Thomann, the very popular comman- 
der of the Austro-Hungarian cruiser 
Zenta, and an account of the dis- 
covery by Dr. Dudgeon and his con- 
verts and utilisation of the famous 
“International” gun. “As the gun 
was found by Chinese converts in 
charge of a British subject, and was 
probably either of British or 
French manufacture, as it fired Rus- 
sian ammunition, was mounted on 
an Italian carriage, and further 
was put together and fired by an 
American, it was with much truth 
christened the ‘International’ gun, 
marines more often 


though our 
called it the “Dowager-Empress’ or 
“Betsy.” We are obliged to pass 


over most of the fighting that was 
done, but the gallant way in which 
these little bodies of troops of all 
nationalities helped each other, 
cheered each other on, and drove 
back the tide of attack wherever a 
wave appeared, will long be re- 
membered, On the 10:h of July it was 
suggested that as the flag over the 
British Legation was a prominent 
mark for the enemy’s shells, it had 
better be hauled down, but it will be 
remarked with pleasure that on the 
remonstrance of Captain Strouts it 
was allowed to remain, and the 
enemy then left off firing at it, It 
will be noted by the superstitious that 
it was on Friday the 13th of July 
that two mines were exploded in 
the French Legation which killed 
two French sailors and wounded the 
commandant, Captain D'Arcy. 

It was on the 16th of July that 
Captain Strouts was killed and Dr. 
Morrison wounded after tal over 
a relief party to the Fu in order to 
give the Japanese twenty-four hours’ 
rest after being on duty night and 
day without changing their clothes 





for some twenty-five days. It 
was while Captain Strouts and 
Mr. Warren were being buried 


that Chinese messenger was seen 
coming with a white flag and a letter 
from “ Prince Ching and others,” and 
it was noted that as he came along 
he was shelled by his own conntry- 
men, Sir Claude says:— 


‘The document from “Prince Ching and 
others” which was an answer to my letter 
of the previous day, practically initiated a 
species of armed truce, which lasted until 
ten or twelve days before the entry of the 
relieving force. 

For the first day or two the enemy were 
embarrassingly demonstrative in their en« 
i and came out un- 
armed from behind their barricades in con- 
siderable numbers, and advanced towards 
ours. They had repeatedly to be warned 
back, for we were afraid of treachery; 








neither did we wish them to see how few 
were the defenders behind barricades which 
otherwise looked formidable to them. 

As time wore on this friendliness became 
less and less apparent, and by the end of the 
month matters had become almost normal, 
and the attacks and counter-attacks were a 
brisk and determined as ever. The precious 
days of comparative peace which followed 
the 16th were utilised by us in working with 
increased energy at our defences. At no 
time, however, after the 20th of the month 
ras it safe to show for one second outside the 
defences. The slightest exposure was a 
Signal fora hail of bullets. ‘The old Chinese 
messenger, besides the official dispatch from 
Prince Ching, brought a cypher telegram for 
Mr. Conger from the State Department at 
Washington. This the messenger said he 
had received from the Tsungli Yamén, 

‘The arrival of this telegram created great 
excitement amongst. the besieged, as it was 
the first news we had had from the outside 
world since the 11th of June. There could 
be no question of the genuineness of the 
message, as it was in a eypher only 
by Mr. ' Conger and the State Department, 
Mr. Conger replied in the same cypher. 
This message was duly forwarded by the 
Yamén and duly arrived. at Washington, 
but the public were unwilling to credit it, 
having apparently quite made up their 
mind that the Legations had been destroyed, 
and the besieged massacred. 

During the beginning of this armed 
truce much friendly conversation was 
interchanged between the combat- 
ants, and some of the friendly Chi- 
uese soldiers warned the British 
against mines, which were to be 
specially directed against the British 
Legation. An interesting historical 
picture might be made of Sir Clande 
and a Chinese colonel sitting toge- 
ther on a barricade on the wall 
smoking their cigars and discussing 
the situation. The Japanese soon dis- 
covered that “this sudden change in 
the demeanour of our assailants was 
due to the news which the high au- 
thorities, whoever they may have 
been at that time, had received of 
the capture of the native city of 
Tientsin by the allies, and the rout 
of the Chines2 army.” Sir Claude 
mentions that during this armed 
truce, the Chinese were very busy on 
their barricades and in mining, and 
he reports a piece of treachery a notice 
of which, so far as we know, has not 
been previously published : 

After the arrival of the relic ving force, 
amongst some documents seized by the 
German troops was found a letter addressed 
to the General Commanding at the Hata 
‘Mén, on the subject of mines. ‘The writer 
had-been a teacher at the British Legation 
in the employ of Her Majesty's Government 
for four years and was well known to the 
student interpreters; together with all the 
other teachers he disappeared about the mid- 
die, of June., ‘The letter was dated the 
beginning of July and pointed out that the 
General's methods of attacking the Legation 
were faulty and were bound to lead to con- 
siderable loss in the future as they had done 
in the past. The proper method of attack, 
the writer said, was by mining; to assist the 
General in his attack he inclosed a correct 
plan of the British Legation,-with.which he 
was well acquainted, and marked on the 
plan the most suitable place for the mine 
to be driven. Eager inquiries have been 
made, since the siege was raised, for the 
Soeag' of the letter but as yet. he has not 

found. 


Sir Claude adds that even when 























the truce was at its height, from the 


17th to the 20th of July, it was un- 
safe to show oneself for an instant at 
the barricades in the Hanlin. On 
the 28th of July the boy-messenger 
returned with Mr, Carles’s message, 
which has been so severely criticised. 
It seems that the whole of the 
message is not given in Sir Claude's 
paper; we have reason to believe 
that what Mr. Carles actually wrote 
was: “The Consulate is being 
repaired in readiness for you.” It 
would seen: that these last four words 
were rubbed off or rubbed out while 
the message was being taken, Mr. 
Carles having put them in to show 
that he still had faith that the 
Legation people would survive to 
reach ‘Tventsin. Sir Claude does 
acknowledge “in justice to Mr. 
Carles,” that had the latter “ written 
the true state of affairs which then 
existed in ‘lientsin, the effect on the 
beleaguered garrison would have been 
crushing.” On the Ist of August, 
the Japanese commander, Colonel 
Shiba, received a much more 
satisfactory letter from the Japanese 
Chief-of-Staff at Tientsin, in answer 
toa letter which Colonel Shiba had 
persuaded one of Yung Lu’s soldiers 
to take in return for a promise of 
$250 to be paid on his return to 
Peking. Afver quoting the letter 
from Tientsin, which announced the 
early departure of the relieving 
column, Sir Claude says:- 








The letter was dated the 26th of 
July. The bearer refused to accept 
the 250 dollar, and no amount. of 


persuasion could induce him to do so. Think- 
ing that perhaps he was unwilling to be 
discovered, in possewion of so lange a sum, 
he was offered a letter to thie Consul nt 
Tientsin in the form of a promissory note, 
but he declined everything. On being asked 
why he refused now, when he hid been 
previously so keen to acquire the money, he 
told Colonel Shiba that on arrival at ‘Tlen- 
tsin, after delivery of the letter and receiv. 
ing the answer, he went to his own home; 
his mot! id all she could to prevent his 
returning to Peking, but he said hte had pro- 
mised the foreign officer to return, aud return 
he must. “Then,” said she, “you must ac- 
cept no money, for what you are doing is for 
the good of your country.” He, therefore, 
in obedience’ to his mother’s wishes, stead- 
fastly refused any money whatever. He 
offered to take a letter back to Tientsin if it 
was written at once, but he could not, he 
stid, bring back an’ answer. Seeing that it 
was imposible to shake the man’s resolution, 
Colonel Shiba wrote another letter which 
the n x duly delivered at the Con- 
sulate at Tientsin, but again refused all 
offers of money. 


Sir Claude mentions the building 
by the Chinese of a barricade six feet 
high the whole length of the North 
Bridge, which was a serious menace 
to the defenders of the Legations, 
When “Prince Ching and others” 
who were pretending to be carrying 
on friendly negotiations were remon- 
strated with, they replied that the 
defenders “ must not be alarmed as 
the troops of Tung Fu-hsiang were 
only engaged in mending the road!” 
More reassuring news now began to 
arrive from Tientsin, but there was 























still heavy fighting before the actual 
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relief. Every one is familiar with the 
story of the entry of General Gaselee 
with his Rajputs and Sikhs through 
the water gate and the relief of the 
besieged; and here we may leave 
Sir Claude Mactonald, hoping that 
in consideration of the gallant de- 
fence he made when the long-threat- 
ened storm broke over Peking, pos- 
terity will forget his persistentrefusals 
to believe that the storm was coming. 
One point is still unexplained ; why 
noone in Peking or in the relief 
column thought of attemp:ing to 
intercept or fullov up the Court. 
On Sir Clande’s own showing, it was 
nor uncil two days after the reli 

the Legations that a mixed force of 
English, French, and Rassian troops 
went to the relief of the Peitang. 





























REFORM A LA CHINOISE. 
Ist June. 

Ws published yesterday morning 
an Imperial Decree issued at Hsian 
on the 28th ult. commanding the 
sweeping away of all the red tape 
and other abuses which have aceumn- 
lated round the Six Boards at Peking 
in the last two hundred and fifty 
Years or more, and a return to the 
Simple rules ‘of former dynasties. 
Presidents of the Boards and seere- 
taries of the Ist, 2ud, and 3rd classes, 
are to neglect all the precedents of 
the last few centuries, and to condacr 
the bnsiness of State as may seem 
best. under the circumstances of the 
moment; and each Board is only to 
have a moderate stat? of clerks and 
scribes to assist its members in the 
clerical wor The members of the 
Boards and their secretaries are also 
to consult together as 10 the best way 
to prevent dishonest practices and 
extortion in the future, referring im- 
portant questions to the newly ap- 
pointed Chéng-wu-ch'u, or Board for 
the transaction of Government Busi- 
ness, otherwise known as the Board 
of Regency. 

It might be thought at first that 
the “ ‘Triad of Tigers,” the eunuch Li 
Lien-ying, the second Kang Yi, Lu 
Chuan-lin, and the fortunate General- 
issimo Yung Lu, were merely making 
a virtue of necessity, and were 
decreeing the destruc ion of all the 
archives and precedents of the Six 
Boards, and the reduction of the 
number, of clerks, because the 
Boxers and Tung Fu-hsiang’s soldiers 
made a clean sweep last year of the 
majority of the Government offices in 
Peking, and the clerks were scattered 
in all directions. In this Imperiai 
deeree the men who encouraged the 
Boxers and who are now still in 
power at Hsian have got a sort of 
bill of indemnity passed. 

But as the letter from our native 
correspondent at Hsian, which will 
be found in another column, shows, 
this, if one of the reasons for the 
issne of the decree in question, is not 
the sole one. The Triad of Tigers 
whom we have named above, and on 























whose backs the Empress Dowager is 
riding like a Chinese Mrs. Ducrow, 
have come to the conclusion that the 
ery for Reform in China is too lond 
and universal to be resisted. The 
Chinese people want reform, and 
they shall have it, but it shall be 
reform on Chinese, not on Western 
lines. “The characters standing for 
Western civilisation and anything 
not pure'y Chinese are to be tabooed 
from henceforth in memorials and 
official documents, and woe to the 
scholar or mandarin who shall in the 
fulure dare to suggest or even mention 
them in his memorial or petition to 
the powers that. be.” 

Our correspondent goes on to ex- 
plain the issue of the decree a'reuly 
alluded to. The pristine simplicity of 
the various branches of the Chinese 
Government known as the Six B s 
has been overgrown by additions 
and amendmen's, precedents and 
censtoms, until their original features 
can hardly be recognised, and pr 
tected by this jungle from close obser- 
vation, dishonest officials are able to 
become wealthy at the expense of 
the honest and poor, All. these 
abuses are to be swep! away at a 
stroke, but they are not to be replaced 
by anything learnt or picked up trom 
the hated foreigner, who so unfairly 
refused to succumb to Yung Ln's 
attentions last summer. ‘The reforur 
for which the country is clanonring 
is to be on Chinese fines, the Golden 
Age is to return, and China is to be 
once again ia. “Give us 
back the simp! old days 
is to be the watchword, and the 
empire is to be put back two hundred 
and fifty on more years, to a time 
when there wereno treaty ports, no in- 
trasive foreign merehs hy 
or steamers or mining | inachinery. 
The Triad of Tigers is as determined 
in its opposition tw everything foreign 
as it was last year, “with one no 
able excep ion — Russia. * Rassi 
say these anti-foreign bigots, ‘ 
a foreign country... She is 'T 
and so are we. We shall look to 
Russia in the farure for protection 
against the other Powers as soon as 
we get rid of their troops. Our arms 
and ammunition must also come in 
furure from our Russian clansmen, 
who have solemuly promised to help 
us in every way agains i 
both native and foreign 

It is certain th: 
Viceroys, with Yuan Shih- 
probably Kuei Chun in 
have commited themselv i too 
deeply to real reform, und are far tov 
convinced of its necessity, to conenr 
in such nonsense as the three bigots 
of Hsian are proposing. ‘They will 
probably declare the decree itself to 
be of the same class as Prince Tuan’s 
decrees last year; but me-nwhile the 
issue of the decree shows that the 
Empress Dowager and her favourites 
are no more fit to govern China now 
than they were last year. 
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Onr correspondent declares that as 
far as he can learn, the usurpers who 
are still holding the Emperor as their 
prisoner have no intention whatever 
of letting him get back to Peking. 
The Court cannot stop at Hsian 
owing to the famine, but it will not 
go further east than Kaiféngfu in 
Hona There will be no real peace 
in China, and probably no return to 
Peking until the power of the three 
mien who now control the Empress 
Dowager and have confined — the 
Emperor is broken. ‘These three men 
are such Bourbons that the events of 
last year have taught them nothing, 
but have rather made them more 
bigoted, more conservative, and 
inore anti-fureign than they were 
before.

THE WRECK OF THE 
SOBRAON. 
ord June, 

Tris stated that the wreck of the 
P. & O. mail steamer Sobrion, 
which was withdrawn at the auction 
in Hongkong, the highest bid there 

ing $7,500, has been sold to buye 
at Foochow for $10,000. It is stated 
on first-elass authority that there is 
fully one hundred thousand ponds 
worth of salvage in the wreck, so that 
the buyers. appear to have made a 
very good specula‘ion, On the other 
hand not only is the cost. of salvi 
enormous in the case of a vessel lying 
in such an exposed si'nation, bat the 
difference between the cost of the 
proper'y salved when it was put inco 
the vessel, and when it is got out,.if it 
is got out at all, is very large. This 
does not apply to the two thousand 
or so tons ef coal on board, or to 
the large stock of wines and. liquor 
and tinned provisions, which 
not inch injured by temporary ime 
mersion ; but it does tooth 
costly fi tings of the herself 
and to her machinery, which is be- 
lieved to be in‘ac’, but which would 
require a very expensive overhaul, 
if it were saved and could be used 
again. The P.& O. S. Coromandel, 
as we reported at the time, brought up 
here a very large quantity of cabin 
fittings which can be used in another 
steamer, but it is very donbtful 
whether, costly as they’ no doubt 
were originally, they “were worth 
salving, even to the P. & O. Cum- 
pany, considering the expense i 
curred by the detention of the 
Coromandel for three weeks at the 
wreck, and the hire of the other 
steamers employed. In these cases 
sentiment conflicts with the dictates 
of strict economy, and while it would 
no doubt have been cheaper in the 
end, and much kinder to the pas- 
sengers, to have sent the Coromandel 
down from here the moment the 
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wreck was known, and taken off the 
passengers and crew and mails and 
valuable cargo, and left the wreck 
to be sold immediately with every- 
thing else on board, sentiment 
advised making an effort to save the 
hull, and as much of her fittings and 
cargo as could ‘be recovered in a 
reasonable time. ‘The disadvantage 
of the course adopted was that a 
large number of the passengers who 
had lost_some of the things they 
required in the tropics, were detained 
at the wreck until the Ballarat 
came to take them on, and lost the 
chance of replenishing their ward- 
robes in Hongkong. It is generally 
conceded, however, that, with this 
exception, everything possible was 
done for the safety and comfort of 
all on board the steamer after 
she struck. It will always remain 
recorded to the credit of all concerned 
that not a single life was lost at or 
after the wreck or during the salvage 
operations, which were by no means 
free from danger ; and this is a notable 
feather in the cap of Captain Vibert, 
R.N.R,, of the Coromandel. 

We have refrained hitherto from 
seeking to discuss the cause of the 
loss of the Sobraon, because we were 
for some time under the impression 
that a Marine Court of Enquiry into 
the loss would be held at Hongkong. 
To the surprise of everyone interested, 
it is now learnt that the enquiry is to 
be held in London, where local kni 
ledge cannot possibly be as avail- 
able as in Hongkong. The luss of 
the Sobraon comes after three other 
bad losses, the Bokhara, Aden, and 
China, all avoidable if proper ‘care 
and caution had been used, and it 
ural’ to expect that the 
. Co., which insures its own 
vessels, and is therefore the largest 
loser in money ss well as in reputa- 
tion, would have wanted the enquiry 
to be as full and secrching as’ pos- 
sible. It stands to reason that a

There has 
always been the excuse for the loss 
ofthe Bokhara that she got into a 
typhoon, though vessels no more 
seaworthy than she was which 
left Woosung at the same time 
for Hongkong got down safely. In 
the case of the Sobraon the weather 
was quite fine, and the atmosphere 
was clear until three-quarters of an 
hour before she struck. It is stated 
that the captain was asleep when she 
struck, and as the steamer left Woo: 
sung at 1 am. the day before, he h 
probably been on ihe bridge the 
whole of the previous night and was 
obliged to rest. There ha 
surmises that something was wron; 
with the Subraon’s compasses; but as

| allowance was not made for the west- 
ward set of the spring flood tide, 
which is well understood by coasting 
captains. This, however, might 
have been rectified if the war 
ing given by the lead had been 
propery attended to, for what is 
known as the 30-fathom line would 
[have taken the Sobraon down in 
safety. It is freely stated that the 
officer of the watch got only 24 
fathoms at midnight, which “must 
have told him that the steamer 
was out of her course, and did 
not report it to the captain, and 
it is also stated that the captain 
was not called when it came on thick 
three-quarters of an hour before the 
steamer struck. If these reports 
are trne, it is easy o understand how 
the wreck occurred. Ic is certain that 
the wreck could not have occurred 
without some negligence of this kind, 
for it must be remembered that there 
is two hundred miles of sea-room the 
other side of ‘Tui ng. Those who 
have seen the admirable sketches and 
photographs brought here by Captain 
Vi and fron H.M.S, Hermione, 
will seen that the Subraon ran 
on an island with steep cliffs nearly 
400 feet high, the island rising to 
over 850 feet ; and nothing ean excuse 
aw steamer’s running on snch an ob- 
stacle as that at nearly fifteen knots. 
It is to be hoped that the enquiry at 
home will discover what fault there 
was that made the wreck possible, 
and how it can be provided against 
in future ; for until this is done there 
cannot be the confidence that there 
| used to be in the management of the 
fine fleet of the P, & O. Company. 
|} One rule at any rate will doubtless 
be adopted before long, that no deck

THE MOHAMEDANS aND 
CHINA. 
Hh Tune, 

Two events have recently called 
the attention of the world to the pro- 
fessors of the Mohamedan faith, the 

ispatch of representatives of that 
gion to China by the Sultan 
of ‘Turkey, and the attack on the 
foreign postal service of Constantino- 
ple. Of these, the latter is one of 
those things which at present “no 
fellow can understand:” the former, 
though uncommon, is not an isolated 
example of the solicitude with which 
the Sultan watches over his co- 
religionists. Not so many years ago 
he sent outa war vessel, the Ertogrnl, 
to China, which ran a most romantic 
course endiug in disaster on some 
rocks on the coast of Japan. The 
crew finally reached Europe as “dis- 
tressed seamen.” Still, unsuccessful 
as these efforts have been in re- 
estabtishing a close connection be- 
tween Eastern and Western followers 
of the prophet, the effort was, and is 
worth the making. 

‘The Mohamedans of China number 
according to different authorities from 
ten to twenty-five millions, Dyer 
says that there are 200,000 in Peking 
alone, that one city in Szechuan has 
80,000, and that Kansu and Shensi 
between thei have a total of some 
12,000,000. Ou the o:her hand in 
his “Cycle of Cathay” Dr. Martin 
says their “whole number is probably 
not far short of ten millions.” The 
discrepancy need not surprise any 
one who knows his China, and is 
acquainted with the vagneness and 
inexactness of native estimates. 
There is, moreover, another possible 
reason for the difference. ‘I'he 
numbers given above may quite pos- 
sibly refer to different times, before 
id after the rebellions of the sixties 
example, and if so, some of the 
millions may well have disappeared 
in the sanguinary suppression of the 
revolt which then took place. Be 
that as it may there are still millions 
enough of Mohamedans in the 
Celestial Empire to make a strong 
bond of sympathy between them and 
their brethren and kinsfolk elsewhere 
—kinsfolk, since there isa good reason 
to believe that Islam was at first 
brought into China by Turkish, or 
Arabie settlers. Professor Douglas in 
“The Story of China” says, “Some 
colour is given to this account by the 
fact that the people (Mohamedans) 
in their appearance more nearly 
resemble natives of Arabia than 
sons of Han. By the constant inter- 
marriage with the Chinese their 
features have become to a great 
extent sinicised, though they can 
be still readily distinguished by their 
superior stature, greater physical 
strength, and more energetic phy- 
siognomies.” Various legends account 
for their first coming. One is to the 
effect that Wos Kassin, said to have 
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been an uncle of the Prophet himself, 
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was the original apostle, and that he 
came thirteen centuries ago with a 
number of followers. His tomb is 
still to be seen in Canton. The 
greater number of Moslems, however, 
probably came originally by ones and 
twos and litte bands across the 
border of Lurkes’an, and this accounts 
for their prevalence in such numbers 
in the north-western districts to-day 

Various differences appear between 
the Mussu!mans of China and those 
of countries further west. They do 
nob care to proselytise as do. their 
brethren in Africa for examp'e. ‘They 
appear to have no dislike for Chris- 
tians as have those of Turkey, Egypt, 
and Arabi Dr. Martin telts of the 
kindness with which he was welcomed 
by the Moslems of Kaiféogtu. “I 
was well received,” he says, “ by the 
mufti, and the advent of a stranger 
from the West, who was reported to 
be a worshipper of the ‘True Lord? 
drew together a large concourse of 
the faithful. ‘Don’t be uneasy,’ said 
the mufti, ‘these are all believers, [ 
want you to tell them abont Jesus, 
the son of Mary?" Simivarly until 
about the mitllle of the present 
century, the Mohamedans lived at 
peace with Chinese of all ereeds, quar- 
relling neither with‘Taoisis, Buadthis 5 
nor Confucianists. But about the 
middle of the century oppression led 
to a threatened uprising in Yun- 
nap, ‘To prevent this i: was arranged 
that a general massacre of all Moslems 
in that province should be attempted 
This actully ocenrred in 1855. A 
remnant however escaped,and raised a 
ebellion, and for seventeen years the 
tide of battle surged back and forth 
across the hills and valleys of the 
doomed province. ‘Tulifa” was sur- 
rendered, as Soochow was in Taiping 
times, and with a like result. In- 
vited to a feast, the Mohamedan 
leaders were cut down where they 
sa’, and in the succeeding massacre 
some thirty thousand men, women, 
and children perished. Yunnan in 
some of its districts is still a wilder- 
ness, 

In 1863 there was another out- 
break, this time in the north of China, 
although there appears to be no 
bond of union, certainly no united 
effort, between the Moslems of the 
north and south. Its suppression was 
brough: about in much the same 
way as in the case of Yunnan.

THE WAY OF THE TRANSGRESSOR 
in xpite of « few seeming inconsistenci 
still presents the same general charact 
isties that it did to the Hebrew officials 
three thousand years ago; th ; latest exemple 
along this coast being the pirates referred 
to in my last letter, Having carried on 
their depredations to such an extent that 
junk trafic on the Gulf was almo: 
suspended, the Chinese dispatch-boat Cl 
hai was sent in search of them. Falling in 
with three pirate boats near Yangkiako, 
she sank one and captured the other two. 
Some forty odd ‘good citizens” of Her 
Boxer Majesty were captured, and are now 
lodged in ‘the Taotai’s Yamén at Chefoo, 
pending the gruesome finale, 

‘THE B. A, EXAMINATIONS 

at present going on in this province must 
be very discournging financially to the 
“great man” who holds them. Both in 
Chingchou and Téngchou, the only pre- 
fectures he has reached yet, the number of 
students is only about’ half of the usual 
enrolment. This lack of zeal for the kung- 
‘ming, whose price hitherto has not alwa: 
been above silver, will doubtless affect its 
market value, the result being not only a 
smaller number of students who are willing 
to help defray the Chancellor's expenses 
‘but also a smaller contribution individually. 
‘The reason for the siuall attendance doubt- 
less lies in the conviction that th 
fashioned degree will no longer briv; 
possessor the same advantages und prestige 
tha’, it formerly did. ‘The present aspect 
of affairs is another proof thet the Chinese 
do not value their classical education f 
its inherent worth, but, as a Pennsylvani 
legislator was accustomed to say, for “what 
there was in it.” Tho present desire for 
Western science, and above all for English, 
indicates the samo falye principle at its 
baso, a principle which has been the b.ne 
of wuch missionary educational effort, but 
we shall hope that, in the future, many 
enuine students, men of talent who desire 
nowledge for its own sake, will be called 
forth, attracted and inspired by the real 
worth of the now lexrning. 

The "N.-C. Daily News” seems to fear 
that the suspension of literary ex»minations 
all over thy empire for five years, would 
take the edge off it as « punishment for 
special plices, While that is true, yet the 
proposers doubtless overreach tieinselves 
by not considering that such a suspension, 
coupled with the present demand for Wes: 
eru learning, will probably be a power- 
ful agency in entirely freeing the country 
frou the present autiquated and worthless 
system.

Twill now make a few remarks to explain 
our accounts. 

The twelve months under review have 
been eecupied in the construction of the 

ange, fintly for the temporary service 
nd afterwards for the permanent service, 
and the expeneses incurred by the Co, in so 
doing, have been charged to’ the construc- 
tion account. ‘The working of the exchange 
which was opened on the Ist of August, was 
then on a very Jinited scale. 
‘The salaries and wages referred to in_the 
account include the wages of all 
the Chinese staff, clerks, operators, linemen, 
coolies, eomected with’ the exchange and 
cmploved in the maintenance of the lines, 
and alw the salary of the superintendent 
of the exchange. The salary of the engineer 
does not appear, as he has heen employed ex- 
clusively in the construction of the exchange, 
the overhead and underground lines, and 
hax had nothing to do With the working 
of the exchange, or the maintenance and 
repairing of the lines whieh have been at 
tended to entirely by the staff of the ex 
nge, For the information of those not 
familiar with the working of a telephone ex- 
change, T may explain that once properly 
constructed, the keeping it in working orde: 
requires no very high class training, and 
does not call fort special mau, 

Tt was well to mention here also that the 
rennuneration of the Secretary and General 
Manager hax nothing to do with the 
account, as his remuneration ix provided 
for, hy agreement, out of the surplus of the 
profits after paying 8 per cent. on the 
capital to the Sh:rcholdens. 

The cost of the house rent Tl. 75 per 
month has been proportionately divided 
hetween the construction account and the 
working account since the opening of the 
exchange, and that course seems fitir, as at 
fint the ‘entire premises were devoted to 
the construction, Henceforth it ix intend- 























































































Itisnatural that the expenses connected 
with the worki 1 maintenance of 
the exchange will increase with the number 
of subscribers, hut they will not inerease 
in proportion with them, on the contrary, 
the proportionate cost of the working 
expenses for each telephone will be 
Jesencd.

Jast mouth of April out of 438. telephones 
on cirenit 357 have not been interrupted. 
The remaining S1 telephones have been 
interrupted, in_ all, 108 times during the 
month. Out of these 108 interruptions, 34 
| only were due to instruments or lines being 
out of order in a manner that might | 
been prevented, whereas 28 interruptions 
were due to subscribers not using their 
| instruments in a_proper manner, and 46 
were due to kites fouling the lines. 

Some subscribers objected at first, and 
perhaps some are stil] objecting to the rules 

tocalls and answers, but these rules are 
those which experience has taught to be the 
hest and most convenient, and when all the 
sulxeribers understand them well aud ad- 
here to them you will find the service work- 
ing smoothly. 

At the sume time we must admit that our 
operators are not perfect and require some

{ struction is going on, but these defects will 
be diminished as time goes on 

With reference to the applications for 
new telepho « to them 
with all possible dispatch but it is impossible 
to connect them all at once and. in some 
cases there will he some delay. + 

At the time we begun the construction of 
the permanent number of ap- 
plications for telephones did not amount to 
more than 200, and we thought that 500 lines 
would be amply sufficient for the first 
al we aeted on that suppesitio 

applications a i 
tending to them we experience same 
vultly on account of the Municipal re- 
culations providing for a limited number of 
wires overhead. 

But when the laying of our underground 
cables is more advanced we shall he able 
prictically to connect any number of 
telephones as our cement pipes can hold 
11,400. wires thux accommodating 7200 
subscribers, 

‘Three Directors, Mr. Campbell, Dr. Ms 
leodl and Mr. Johnston left Shanghai during 
the period under review, but Dr. Macleod, 
has returned and rejoined the Board. f 
ought to add that_Dr.

“Just here tae question natural- 
rises, why is it that so many of these 
Tumours originate in Nanking? \ 
s getting all kinds of blood-curd 
stories trom Nanking whieh have not th 
| Jeast foundation in tact. ‘Three of these 
{can be instanced just here. 
| In the first place we heard most fright- 
| ful accounts of outrageous behaviour on 
the part of German sulors on the north 
bank of the river, just opposite Shakuan, 
When the thing came to be sifted dowa 
it appeared that a German sailor, who 
loved children, in. the kindness pos- 

y of a fatherly heart offered a small 
silver coin to a little Chinese maiden. 

We were then told, also from Nanking, 
that there had been grievous riots in Nan= 
changfu, Kiangsi, and that the foreigners 
houses there had been torn down, — The 
writer happened to be in Nanchangfw at 
the very tune these fearful riots were said 
to be in progress. The whole city was 
without « ripple of excitement. All the

dener sitting on a stool in a gravelled 
walk imagining that he was at work ; and 
now in the third case we have fearful 
stories of the dangers of Kuling. These 
fearfu] stories appear to have originated 
in the back kitchen. The owner of the 
sack kitchen gives the rumour forth, 
\sses from moutn to mouth it 
assumes stupendous dimensions, so that 
many of the ladies are altogether fearful 
of going up the river. So much then for 
the rumours in-which Nanking seems so 
much to delight. What are the facts of 
the case? 

The writer has just been to Kuling and 
is thoroughly acquainted, from a long 
residence, with the people in all that 
neighbourhood. It is a positive fact that 
the highest officials, from the Governor 
downwards, are extraordinarily careful 
that there shall be no trace of disturbance 
in the province of Kiangsi. The people 
all around the mountains on both sides 
of it are most anxiously asking: “When 
are the foreigners coming up to Kuling? ” 
Their ability to live depends very largely 
upon the advent of the foreigners, and 
most anxious are the enquiries everywhere 
as to when the foreigners are coming and 
whether there will be plenty of them.

ly the Flamingo appesred to me, in hoots 
of portentous thickness, in nether garments 
shortened to the knees. I laughed and 
called, “A tucket sounds—enter the 
Vicomte, disguised. Sirra! what would 
you?” ‘At this he told me blandly, 
gently, that ho needed my company 
for a climb to the top. of that Blonas. 
tery Hill. He had a mind for  exer- 
cise, he said. I reflected swiftly, and 
then gaily agreed to go, I have found in 
such casos that to agree in this way, aud 
after to defer the start until the convenient 
hour is long past, is good strategy. It 
places you on the same plano of disap- 
Pointment as the other man, and you ure 
safe from his revilings. But here.was a 
man learned in the ways of the Oriental, 
and against his knowledge and addrens I 
struggled -in vain. So i came about that 
I took necessity hy the throat, and strode 
off on the way I remembered, he follow- 
ing. 

We walked by the edge of the creek 
where it swings round and heads for tho 
Hills, past the little group of farmhouses 
which are a never ending delight to me. 
The inevitable dog barked uncivilly and

the neck in the shape of ribbon velvet | tethered by the nose to a tree dashed into 
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the water, and ditty, round-eyed children 
at play with th» caked mud of the path 
stared at us as we entered the cobble! 
stveet of a little villags, ‘The unsavoury 
domestic smells of China crept at us, 
unkempt coolies eyed us in idle curi 
from noisnme low-built houses, but there 
was nothing in this that may no be seen 
on seven days in every week. The villag- 
passed, we came to the bamboo fenci 
which isas a band round the foot of the 
hill, and followed it until we came to th- 
broad entrance which gives upon the wide 
yellow pith, broken with occasional steps, 
leading straight up. We charged boldly 
at this, breathing harder perhaps, aud s» 
won to a level with the whire house, and 
the open space on which the statue of the 
Virgin Mary looks down in mild bene- 
ficence. A Chinese knelt at the foot of 
the steps which rua up to the statue, 
praying compcsedly while two children 
frolicked near hin. So we went on to 
the zig-zag path which passes, by the 
stations of the Way of the Cross, to the 
summit, and to the church which is placed 
there. "We glanced into the building, ant 
then waited outside with a cigarette look- 
ing cvreless'y at the white houses to th+ 
left which have sprung up so recently, ond 
which form the Observatory. A Jesuit 
father neptenhed us going in that direc- 
tion, and I mide him my compliments 

yraying permission t» see such of the naw 

bservatory as might be allowed. He 
aco yrded with a very realy courtesy, ant 
took uy into the main building, where we 
were introduced and confided’ to another 
father. Taus began, under a uids whos» 
readiness to impart information was only 
equalled by the extent and interest of the 
information itself, an exper ence which 
the Flamingo and [ will always look back 
upon with very keen pleasure. Our guide, 
in matters astronomical, had the extra- 
ordinaty minuteness and accuracy of know- 
ledge of the savant, the far-reaching touch 
upon all things, all happenings, alk persous, 
concerned with the heavens »nd_ their 
glories, which separate the specia'ist so 
Widely from thestum ling jack-of-all-trades, 
Also, he was a very chatming and cultured 
gentleman, with whom it were impossible 
not to find pleasure. 

‘Through the cool, white spaces of the 
Observatory, in the large rooms, with their 
indefinable atmosphere of newness, we 
moved, examining here the library, and 
thero the helingraphic apparatus for com- 
munication with Sicawei, here « delicsto 
mechanism which divides time, and marks 
its passage unerring'y, and there the cellar 
stored with photographic apparstus, an 
electric light battery, and the rest. | But 
the crowning glory of the Observatory was 
above all this, under the red cupola which 
is set like a cap upon the building—the 
great telescope. It is not for me to sing 






























the graces and the wonders of the exqui-ite 

machine which reveals to us the secrets uf 

the heavens, compelling to our sight worlds 

whose march through space is so far from 

us that the mind falters iy the attempt to

conceive their distance. looked our 
guide pointed rapidly to. yatious portions 
of the telescope, oxplaining lucidly and 
cleatly their functions, the parts they 
played in the ordered work uf the whole. 
Adjusted between two mighty bars of 
moval that were supported on massive 
atone pillars, the whole telescope weighs 
thousands -of pounds, and yet, so ex- 
quisitely is it balanced, so nicely is the 
woight adjusted, that a light hand-pressure 
will move it in any direction, And 
as the eye of the telescope moves, so 
also—again by hand—will the huge weight 
of the cupola move, bringing always into 
Tinea slit. ‘Thus no point in the heavens 
above is without the range of tho instru- 
ment, For a full half hour the Flamingo 
and I listened and admired, learning much 
that was strange to us, and gaining some 
insight into the wonderful love and en- 
thusiasm for his work which possesses the

Once when visiting the Governor of 
Tu, Menciux tried to make him. realise 
how dreadful the famine was in his coun- 
try, and how many people were starving 
to death every day. The Governor said: 
“That is not my business, it is the king's 
duty to help the stare 
not inform the king of their con 
said the sage. 

‘Thon Mencius told him a. stor 
aman, who had charge of a flock of sheep. 
As long as the grass was plentiful, his sheep 
were fat and well fed; but after a while 
the grass in the pasture was all eaten up 
and his sheep grew thinner and weaker 
every day. He hunted for some more 
grassy places, but could not find them, 
What was he to do? He’ could do one of 
two things ;stand there and see the sheep 
die, or tell his master that he was not able 
to find a grassy feeding-place and let his 
master employ another shepherd, who 
knew where the good pastures were. 

‘The Governor understood the meaning 
of the story. “I am guilty,” said he, “I 
must take care of my subjects, and, if T 
cannot, I shall tell the king and let him 
appoint, in my place, a man better fitted 
to preserve the lives of his people.”

The Chinese always have been very par- 
ticular about mourning for their parents 
after their death; but about the time 
that Mencius lived, no one paid much 
attention to the ol! customs. The sage 
tried to teach the people, and especially 
the nobles, how to act when their parents 
died. 

Tho Duke of Trang while his father was 
still living, did not pay much attention to 
Mencius; but when his father died, he 
wished that he could remember what he 
ought to do. So he sent a friend to ask 
the great teacher what funeral rites. he 
must observe. He was told to mourn for 
three years and to wear coarse clothes, 
which were not hen d at the lower 
edge. Then. too, he must cat a kind of 
ariel and he must not seem to enjoy his 
food. 

The Duke began to do what Mencius 
ordered. but his friends were af 
he could not do everrthing the right way, 
so they advised him not to try.

WRECK OF THES. S. 
FORELAND. 
RESCUE OF THE CREW. 
Tur steamer Arrattoon Apear, which 
rived here the other day, reporis picking 
part of the crew of the stranded Ghisgow 
steamer Foreland, in the Indian Ocean, 
The Foreland, sister ship to the ss. 
Goodwin, which left Hongkong for Java 
inst week, wns engaced in the rice trade, 
and, at the lime of the slisaster, had in her 
holds « cargo uf 7,700 tons of rice which was 
h ing earried from Rangoon to Hombay. 
‘The accident took place on the moruingof the 
Tth inst, Everything was going well when 
suddenly the Foreland struck an unmarked 
submerged rock next the north-west point 
of Coco Island, in the Bay of Bengal.” The 
boats were lowered at once, and the crew

‘The Seoul-Fusan Railway Company 
received the formal grant for the construc 
tion of the railway on the 15th inst., when 
the first course of the subscription for its 
shares was finished, Ax the company is to 
begin the construction wor: s in a few days 
whn the matters connected with the expi- 
tal are finished and the inaugural general 
meeting has been held, we think it. proper 
to give here a short description of the route 
of the railway.

But in view of the fact 
that the branch line is a rai ctre of 
the railway, there is no possibility of its 
beiny done away with even after the whole 
railway is constructed, As far as Wénsan 
the route iy rather easy but beyond that 
place the railway enters the most hilly 
portion of the peninsula, whore the route 
crosses the mountain range of Chuphung-

STATEMLNT BY THE 
PROTESTANT MISSIONARIES 
IN CHINA ON THE PRESENT 
CRISIS. 
——_— 

In view of the importance of the present 
crisis in the history of Curistian missions 
in China, and of the fact that our pi 
tion has been seriously misunderstood and 
our opinions and utterances subjected to 
adverse criticism, it has seemed to us ad- 
visable to make the following statement. 

‘The points in the recent criticisms which 
most concern us are: (I) That mis- 

















sionaries are chiefly responsible for the 
recent uprising, and (1s. ‘That they have 
manifested an un-Christian spirit in sug- 
gesting the punishment of those who were 
guilty of the massacre of foreigners and 
native Christians. 

I—With reference to tue first of these 
charges we would remark : 

1.—That when the facts concerning this 
uprising are rightly understood, it will be 
found that its causes are deep-rooted and 
manifold. The history of foreign relations 
with China has all along been that of here- 
ditary prejudice on the one hand and force 
on the other. The government of CI 
has never given a friendly reception to 
foreigners. It has resented their presence 
and yielded grudgingly the few rights ob- 
tained from it by t “this long stand- 
ing ill-will was deeply intensified by the 

ical humiliation and loss of territory 
which followed the war with Japan. 

The rise of the Boxer movement in Shan- 
tung and its rapid growth there and in 
the adjacent province of Chibli, will be 
found to have amongst its immediate 
causes: (a) the shortness of food, almost 
amounting to famine, which prevailed in 
those regions; (b) the irritation caused 
by the industrial and economic changes 
created by railway construction and other 
mn enterprises; (e) the seizures of 
iaochou, Port Arthur, and Weihaiwei, 
which were bitterly resented as unwar- 
rantuble aggressions; and (d) the projec- 
tion and forcible ing of a railway 
route through the province of Shantung, 
which produced intense local exasperation. 

—The recent upri  anti-forei 
rather than 
tiaus have suffered mainly because th 

e been reckoned as" secondary devil 
i.e., the allies of foreigners. Moreover, 
the destruction of railways and the attack 
on railway engineers preceded the destruc 
tion of mission compounds and the 
slaughter of missionaries. Nor’ spovld it 
be forgotten that among the facts of the 
outbreak are: the siege of the Legations, 
the destruction of the property of the 
Imperial Customs, and the indiscriminate 
massiere of foreigners and of Chinese 
found in possession of foreign-made arti- 
cles. That missionaries were residing in 
the interior, and were without the means 
to defend themselves, entirely accounts for 
the large number who perished. Had they 
been foreigners but not missionaries, the 
result would have been the same. 























































































3.—The charge also includes the state-| 2 


ment that missionaries have brought the 
present disaster upon themselves ; on the 
‘one hand, by lack of appreciation of what is 
good in Chinese life and thought; axd on 
the other, by disregard of Chinese pre 
judice and etiquette. It is conceivable 
that isolated statements and actions may 
thus be construed, but for the missionary 
body asa whole, we can assert that: this 
statement is without foundation. 
Believing as we do that the gospel is 
God's message of salvation to. mankind, 
and that, too, in a sense in which the wis- 
dom or words of no sage can ever be, we 
imust, as faithful servants of our Lord, 
» both the great affirmations and 
ions of the gospel, and 
wherever the claims of the gospel are 
brought face to face with such superstition 
and idolatry as prevail among the masses 
of China, a certain measure of oppo: 
and resentment is sure to be excited. 
this we do not feel called upon to_apolo; 
But the amount of opposition thus excit- 
ed kas been greatly exaggerated. ‘The 
conciliating effect of the work done by 
their hospitals, colieges, schools, and 
famine relief has far more than counter- 
balanced any prejudice raised by the 
preaching of the Gospel. in spite of ali 
that has recently taken place, it remains 
true that our position in China has not 
been secured so much by treaty right as 
by the goodwill of the people themselves.

1.—It should, in the fin plice, be borne in 
mind that the roolutions pasted at that 
meeting were called for by the proposal of 
the Allies to. evacuate Peking immediately 
after the relief of the Legations, Tt was 
felt, not only by missionaries but by the 
whole of the foreign residents in China, that

2.—Further, it must be remembered that 
whilst suggesting Unit a satisthetory settl 
ment “should include the adequate ‘punish- 
ment of all who were guilty of the recent 
niurdens of foreigners and native Christians 
it was left to the Powers to decide what th 
equate punishment” should be.

Before H. 8, Wirxrssos, Ex, Chief Justice, 
Georce Dartas v. Frask Daztas

Mr, L, E. P. Jones (Messrs. Brushfield 
avd Parkes) appeared for the pl 
George Dallas, and Mr. Morgan Pi 
(Messrs, Drummond, Phillips, and White- 
Cooper) for the defen Frank Dallas, 
Richard Dallas, Frederick Dallas, and 
Mary and Fanuy Dallas. 

Pisintiff pe itioned for an order of the 
Court to sell No. 2, Mohawk Road, he 
being « beneficiary ‘in one-sixth of’ the 
property. 

Mr, Phillips submitted that this was a 
cme in which the Court should rot order 
a sale, bur that opportunity should be 
affonted the defendants to ‘undertake to 
purelasethe share of the plaintiff ata valua- 
tion.
